INTRODUCTORY 

ALPHABET, PRONUNCIATIOK AND ACCENT 



1. The Spanish alphabet contains the same letters as the 
English, to which should be added the four compound let- 
ters : ch, 11, ñ, rr. These represent distinct sounds, k and w, 
however, are found only in foreign words. 

PBONITNCIATIOir 

2. The sound of the Spanish vowels never changes. It is 
the same as that of the Latin vowels in what is known as 
the Roman pronunciation. (See § 4 for the pronunciation 
of e and o.) The only difference to be observed is that of 
duration between the accented, always long, and the unac- 
cented, always short. 

The consonants are less distinctly pronounced than the 
vowels, being somewhat softened, and sometimes even silent. 

8. While nothing can take the place of oral explanation 
an approximate idea of Spanish sounds, by means of English 
words, is given below. 
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Vowels 

4. a like amah! plata ^, fanal. 

e like a in late when ending a syllable: parte, noble, 
otherwise open like e in set : papel, ésta. 

i like e in me : mil, fila. 

like in go, when unaccented or ending a syllable : 
malo, libro ; otherwise open like o in come : dolor, 
modo.

5. Vowels are divided into : Strong vowels, a, e, o ; and 
weak vowels, i (when final : y) and n. 

A diphthong is formed by the combination of a strong 
vowel and a weak one, or of two weak vowels which must 
be different. Both vowels keep their individual sound, but 
they are pronounced as a single syllable, a slight stress 
being laid in the first case on the strong vowel and in the 
second, on the last of the two weak vowels. 

Ex. — ^pai-sa-no, caii-sa, pre-cio, rey, viü-do, muy. 

A triphthong consists of a strong vowel between two weak 
ones, the combination counting as one syllable. 
Ex. — a-pre-ciáis, a-pte-ciéis, buey. 

Two strong vowels cannot form a diphthong, and each 
belongs to a distinct syllable. 
Ex. — trá-e, lé-o, de-se-o, ná-o. 

When it is necessary to place the accent-mark t over a 
syllable containing a diphthong (or triphthong), the accent- 

* (-) indicates accented syllable. It should not be written. Cf. $ 7, 
Bemark (a). 

t See J 7, Remarks (a) and (h). 
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mark is placed over the strong vowel 3 if both vowels are weak, 
over the last one. 

Ex. — ^hués-ped, mur-ci6-lar-go, ful 

An accent-mark placed over the weak vowel, or over the 
first of two weak vowels, dissolves the diphthong (or 
triphthong). 

Ex. — ^fri-o, pa-;is, flú-i-do, te-mí-ais. 



Consonants 

6. f, k, 1, m, n, p, w, are pronounced as in English. 

b and v, differ from English h and v, in that their 
pronunciation is almost alike. They are uttered 
with the lips close together but not completely- 
touching each other. Many words are found 
spelled indifferently with h or v, ex. : Habana, 
Havana. 

c, like Jc before a, 0, t* or a consonant 5 before e or i, like 
th in thmh 

ch has always the sound of ch in chair. 

d like the English d, but slightly softer. When final, 
or between vowels, it sounds nearly like th in 
although, 

g before a, 0, t^ or a consonant is pronounced like g in 
go ; before e or i, it has the sound ofj as below. 

j has a sound almost impossible to describe in writing, 
that of h in hate^ but more guttural and strongly 
aspirate. • It approaches the sound of ch in the 
German Aachen, 

h is silent everywhere, except in a very few words. 

11 is pronounced like lU in million. 

ft has the sound of ni in onion, (r/ cañón, canyon ) 

q is equivalent to Jc. (It occurs only before u^ ^i^xv^ -vvvX 
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r is strongly rolled when initial, less so between vowels. 
rr has the sound of a prolonged r, both letters being 

distinctly pronounced. 
8 like s in send, never as in rose. 
t as English t in tell. (It retains that sound even when 

followed by i and another vowel, ex. : patio.) 
X like X in tax, axe. 
z always like th in thought. It is never found before e or i. 

Note. — The only letters that can be doubled are c (before 
e or i), n, and r. 

Tonic Accent 

7. In words of two or more syllables, one syllable is pro- 
nounced with more emphasis than the others. This em- 
phasis in pronunciation is called tonic accent. 

The place of the tonic accent is governed by the following 
rules: 

The accent rests : 

(1) On the last syllable : 

(a) In words ending with a consonant other than n ov s : 
ciudad, dty, canal, canal; (b) in most of the nouns ending in 
n, especially those ending in ion. These bear the accent- 
mark (') : jardín, garden, Alemán, German, nación, nation. 

(2) On the penultimate : 

(a) In words ending with a vowel or a diphthong : casa, 
house, libro, hooh; (b) in words other than nouns, ending 
with n or s: aman, they love, estamos, we are; (c) in proper 
names ending in ez : Gomez, Nufiez. 

(3) On the antepenultimate : 

In a few words which cannot be classified. On these 
words the accent-mark (') is always printed, ex.: articulo, 
article, música, music. 
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Remarks. — (a) Any deviation from the above rules is 
indicated by an accent-mark (') over the accented syllable. 
(b) The accent-mark is also used to distinguish words of 
identical forms, but of different meanings, ex. : él, Ae, 
el, the, cómo, I eat, como, as. (c) The addition of s or es 
indicating the plural never changes the place of the tonic 
accent (except in carácter, régimen, which give caracteres, 
regímenes in the plural), {d) In compound words, each of 
the component words retains its own accent. 

l>ivision of Syllables 

8. Spanish words are divided in such a way that every 
syllable shall begin with a consonant (if possible). 
Ex. — co-mi-da, a-me-ri-ca-no. 

(a) ch, 11, ft, rr are considered as simple consonants, and 
follow the above rule. 

Ex. — co-che, ga-lli-na, ca-ñón, ca-rro. 

(6) 1 and r when preceded by a consonant other than 5, are 
not separated from that consonant. 
Ex. — ^no-ble, ma-dre. 

(c) 8 does not combine with a following consonant. 
Ex. — es-ca-le-ra, es-tar. 

(d) Vowels forming a diphthong (or triphthong) should not 
be separated. 

Ex. — bue-no, pa-tria, rei-no, san-ti-guáis. 

Note. — ^A single vowel should not end or begin a line.

19. Spanish has only two genders : Masculine and Fem- 
inine. Every noun, whatever it represents, must be either 
one or the other. 

Ex. — el hombre, the many la mujer, the woman, 

el libro, the hook (mase.) la pluma, the pen (fern.) 

20. Nouns denoting males, titles or professions commonly 
assigned to males are masculine, whatever their endings. 
Those denoting females, professions or dignities pertaining 
to females are feminine. 

Ex. — mase, el juez, ihejvdge, la emperatriz, the empress, 
mase, el cura, the curate, la costurera, t?ie seamstress. 

This rule outweighs all others. 

21. In other nouns, the ending o usually indicates the 
masculine gender, the ending a the feminine. 

Ex. — mase, el grano, the grain. fem.y la tinta, the ink. 
muse., el palacio, tJie palace. fern,, la casa, the house, 

22. The above rule, however, suffers many exceptions 
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The following remarks will help to determine the gender 
of nouns not included in § 20. 

Nouns which do not imply a distinction of sex are :

(a) when ending in o (§ 21) except la mano, the hand. 

(b) when ending in-ma (Greek and Latin derivatives), ex.: 
el drama, the drama ; el poema, the poem. 

Feminine : 

(a) when ending in a (§ 21) except el dia, the day. 

(b) when ending in d,-ión,-ie, ex. : la ciudad, the city^ la 
nación, the nation, la serie, the series. 

23. The names of days, months, rivers, oceans, mountains, 
dnd indeclinable parts of speech used as nouns are mascu- 
line.

25. The gender of nouns not included in the above re- 
marks can best be learned by practice.

26. Nouns in Spanish have two numbers, the singular and 
the plural. 
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27. The plural of nouns is formed as follows : 

(1) By adding s to the singular if the noun ends : 

(a) with an unaccented vowel (except y). 

Ex. — el hermano, the brother. los hermanos, the brothers. 
la silla, the chair. las sillas, the chairs. 

(b) with an accented e. 

Ex. — el pie, the foot, los pies, the feet.

(2) By adding es to the singular when the noun ends :

(2) Nouns ending in 1, n, r, s, add a. 

Ex. — el Español, the Spaniard, la Española, the Spanish woman. 

el león, the lion. la leona, the lioness. 

el señor, the gentleman, la señora, the lady. 

el marqués, the marquis. la marquesa, the marchioness,

AUGMENTATIVES AUTD DIMINUTIVES 

33. The Spanish language is peculiarly rich in sufiixes 
which are added to nouns, adjectives, and adverbs, to modify 
their ordinary meaning. These suffixes are called : (a) aug- 
mentative, when they indicate increase in size or quality ; 
(b) diminutive, when they indicate importance or size less 
than normal. In addition to the idea of greater or lesser 
size, these suffixes often imply coarseness, ugliness, irony, or 
attractiveness, nicety and affection. To use them properly, 
much familiarity with the language is necessary. 

But as they are often met with, especially in familiar 
style, the most common of these suffixes are given here. 



1. Augmentatives 

34. -on, -ote, -azo, and their feminine forms, -ona, -ota, 
-aza, denote greater size or quality, with or without an idea 
of grotesqueness, ugliness, etc.

They convey the idea of 
smallness, nicety, attractiveness, affection, etc. The endings 
-illo, -uelo, often have a depreciative meaning. 

Ex. — ^hermano, brother, hermaaito, little brother, 

casa, house, casita, nice^ little house. 

mano, (/em.) hand, manecita, pretty^ little hand, 

autor, author, autorcillo, poor autJior, 

plaza, square, plazuela, little, ill-kept square. 

86. It will be noticed that augmentatives and diminutives 
are added to the full form of words ending in a consonant 
or accented vowel, and that words ending in an unaccented 
vowel, lose that vowel before adding the termination.

POSITION OF THE ADJECTIVE 

47. The adjective, in Spanish, generally follows the noun, 
but most writers place it according to their idea of effect 
and harmony. The tendency of the language being to 
make the more important word follow the less important, an 
adjective will come before the noun when the latter is the

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principal word, and after when tlie adjective assumes thi 
chief importance. 

48. From the above, it follows that an adjective denoting 
a quality belonging to the noun as a matter of course will 
precede.

When expressing an occasional quality, the adjective fol- 
lows.

49. Generally, a long adjective will follow a short noun, 
and a long noun wiU follow a short adjective, especially 
when there is quite a difference in the number of syllables, 
unless a different order is needed for emphasis.

50. Some adjectives have a different meaning according 
to whether they precede or foUow the noun.

COMPARISON 

52. Spanish adjectives, barring a few exceptions, form 
their different degrees of comparison by means of adverbs, 
and not by a change in the termination.

58. The comparative is obtained by placing más, more, or 
menos, less, before the adjective. 

Ex. — ^rico, rich, más rico, richer, 

triste, sad, menos triste, less sad,

It is 
relative when expressing the highest (or lowest) degree of 
any quality in comparison with others expressed or implied. 
It is absolute when there is no comparison.

57. The relative superlative is obtained by placing the 
definite article, or a possessive adjective, before the compa- 
rative.

CHAPTER XVII. 



OETHOGEAPHIC CHANGES 



160. The pronunciation which the verb-stem has in the 
Infinitive must be maintained throughout the conjugation. 
As certain consonants have a different pronunciation accord- 
ing to the letter which they precede, the following changes 
are necessary in applying the above rule for maintaining a 
uniform pronunciation : 

161. Verbs ending in -car, -gar, -guar change respectively 
c to qn, g to gn, gu to gü before e. This occurs throughout 
in the Present Subjunctive, and in the 1st pers. sing, of the 
Preterit Indicative.

CHAPTER XVIII. 

REFLEXIVE AND IMPERSONAL VERBS 

Reflexive Verbs 

166. The reflexive verb is conjugated with an object pro- 
noun representing the same person or thing as the subject. 
The only reflexive pronoun is the pronoun of the third per- 
son: se (disjunctive si) which is masculine and feminine, 
singular and plural, accusative and dative. In the 1st and 
2d persons, the conjunctive and disjunctive personal pro- 
nouns are regularly used. 

The reflexive object pronouns are treated as personal 
object pronouns (see § 80 to 93) j the subject when a pro- 
noun is expressed or not, according to § 75. 

Ex. — ^Yo me engaño, me en- I deceive myself. 

gaño, me engaño yo. 

Él se alaba, se alaba, se He praises himself, 

alaba él, 

Ellos (ellas, V. V.) se ala- They praise tJiemselves, 

ban, se alaban, etc.

176. A verb is irregular when the stem undergoes changes 
other than those required to maintain the pronunciation of 
the Infinitive or to obey the laws of orthography {cf. § 160 
to 166). 

176. The formation of tenses above given (§ 166) applies 
also to most of the irregular verbs, since the irregularities 
are generally found in the principal parts from which the 
derived parts are regularly inñected. 

177. Verbs which suffer similar variations can be grouped 
into one class ; each class can then be studied by means of 
a representative verb. 

178. Before proceeding with the conjugation of irregu- 
lar verbs the following remarks should be well understood : 

(a) All irregular verbs are inflected according to the 
conjugation to which they belong. 

(6) Orthographic changes apply to all verbs whether 
regular or irregular. 

(c) The Imperfect indicative is regular in all Spanish 
verbs except ir, to go (§ 207) ; ver, to see (§ 220) j ser, to he 
(§ 147). 

{d) The 2d person plural of the Imperative is always 
regular. 

(e) Compound verbs are conjugated like their simple 
verbs unless otherwise stated. 

(/) All forms not given are regular according to tense- 
formation explained in § 156.

The past anterior is obtained by adding the past 
j)articiple to the preterit of haber: hube encontrado, hubo 
hablado. Both of these tensos indicate that a past action 
took place before another action also passed. 
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The difference between the two tenses is that the action 
expressed by the pluperfect precedes the other by an in- 
definite period, while the past anterior denotes an action 
taking place immediately before the other. The past anterior 
is always introduced by a conjunction of time like apenas, 
hardly ; cuando, when ; al punto que, as soon as, etc., and 
followed by a preterit.

249. The subjunctive is the mood of uncertaintye Except 
as specified in § 266, it is found only in subordinate clauses. 

250. When a principal clause through its meaning or 
form implies that the action or state expressed by a sub- 
ordinate verb may or may not take placet, or have taken 
place, the verb of the subordinate clause is put in the 
subjunctive.
